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This iincomited itlultitude before me, adid 
around me^ proves the feeling which the occasion 
has excited. These thousands of human faces', 
gloti^ng With isytnpathjr and joy, and, from the 
Ikipulses of a commbb gratitude, turned reverently 
to heaven, in this spslcious temple of tlhe firma- 
ment, proclaim that the day, the place, and the 
purpose of our assembling have made a deep 
impression on our hearts. 

If, indeed, there be any thing in local associa-* 
tion fit to affect the mind of man, we need not 
strive to repress the emotions which agitate us 
here. We are among the sepulchres of our fa- 
thers. We are on ground, distinguished t^y their 
valor, their constancy, and the shedding of their 
blood. We are here, not to fix an uncertain date 
in our annals, nor to draw into notice an obscure 
and unknown spot. If our humble purpose had 



never been conceived, if we ourselves had lie vet 
been born, the 17th of June 1775 would Jbave 
been a day on which all subsequent history would 
have poured its light, and the eminence where 
we stand, a point of attraction to the eyes of 
successive generations. But we are Anferipans* 
We live in what may be called .the early age of 
this great continent ; and ^e know th^^t oiar^pos^ 
terity, tj^rough all. time, are, here. to suffer and 
enjoy the allotments of humanitj* iWe sea be- 
fore us a probable train of great events ; we 
know that our own fortunes , have . been happily 
cast ; and it is natural, tl^erefore, that we should 
be moved by the cont^.oiplajtion of occurrences 
which have guided our 'fl^s^ti?iy before many of 
us were hoj^n,^ aijid, settled .th^jcondition in which 
we should pass that pqi^fipn of pur existence, 
wlUch p9d aUows tOjmei^ gqi eartl^^ ,,.
